PROSPECTS BRIGHT 


EUREKA, Calif., Friday, June 
21. CP)—One unidentified man was 
killed, two others critically wound¬ 
ed and four police officers, includ¬ 
ing Chief George Littlefield, in¬ 
jured in a wild riot at the Holmes 
Eureka Lumber Company mill here 
today. 

An outgrowth of the protracted 
Pacific Coast Lumber Workers’ 
strike, today's conflict, Chief Lit¬ 
tlefield said, started when a group 
of pickets sought to prevent the 
300 mill employes from going to 
work. 

Police Car Stoned 

In the bitter two-hour hand-to- 
hand battle, the pickets and mill 
workers soon transformed the mill 
area into a riotous melee with 
bricks, stones and chunks of ce¬ 
ment flying in all directions. 

A riot call summoned five spe¬ 
cial police, under Chief Littlefield. 
Their car was stoned, and officers 
then fired into the crowd, one un¬ 
identified man falling, mortally 
wounded. Two others, also, un¬ 
identified, were removed to a hos¬ 
pital 

Chief Littlefield and Police Cap¬ 
tain Thomas Ruttledge were hurt 
by flying glass and stones. Peter 
Carroll and Harry Albee, police¬ 
men, were mauled by the rioters, 
the chief said, but emerged with¬ 
out serious injury. 

May Press Charges 

Local police hastily rounded up 
90 reputed communists, who were 
jailed as ringleaders. Charges 
probably will be lodged against 
them later today, Chief Littlefield 
said. 

Today's rioting was the climax 
to five weeks’ picketing, the chief 
declared.

The information requested has to 
do with the possibility of securing 
rights of way for dams and spread¬ 
ing grounds, and the approximate 
length of time required to secure 
them. 

Chairman Mitchell said the re¬ 
quest had been referred to Dis¬ 
trict Attorney S. B. Kaufman for 
an answer as It is purely a legal 
question. 

Itanu on Six Streams 

The county project would in¬ 
clude building of dams on the 
Santa Ana river and five other 
county streams, and locating; 
spreading grounds for the conser¬ 
vation of flood waters. 

Orange county's request for a 
federal loan and grant on the proj¬ 
ect was originally taken to Wash¬ 
ington. D. C„ by B. A. Etcheverry, j 
consulting engineer, and M. N., 
Thompson, county flood controal 
engineer.

LOS ANGELES, Friday, June 
21. OP)—A meeting of oil pro¬ 
ducers in the four major fields of 
the Los Angeles basin—Long 
Beach, Huntington Beach, Santa 
Fe Springs and Playa del Rey— 
was called for tonight by J. R. 
Pemberton, oil umpire, in an ef¬ 
fort to forestall a price cut. 

Large buyers of crude petro¬ 
leum were reported to have served 
an ultimatum on California pro¬ 
ducers that unless substantial pro¬ 
gress was made in curtailment of 
production by next Monday they 
would withdraw their support of 
present crude prices. 

Present production is at the rate 
of 60,000 barrels daily above the 
512,700 barrels daily agreed upon 
for June. Purchasing companies 
served warning, it was reported, 
that they could not afford to take 
oil and hold it in storage at pre¬ 
vailing prices. 

There was no intimation of fur¬ 
ther cuts in retail gasoline prices, 
which have been holding steadily 
at I6V2, 14 y 2 and 13(4 cents, with 
the exception of certain unauthor¬ 
ized cut prices on third structure, 
going as low as 9.9 cents a gallon.

CRASH KILLS 6 

RIO DE JANEIRO—Six per¬ 
sons were killed nnd 21 injured 
today when two Central Do 
Brasil railroad trains collided 
and telescoped in an early morn¬ 
ing fog near the suburban sta¬ 
tion of Deodoro. 
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Fifty-seven years ago there was 
a 20-acre com field on Prospect 
avenue, near Tustin. where Mr. 
and Mrs. S. W. Nau reside. 

Perhaps that wasn't news in 
1878; but it is news in 1935. 

The corn field was in the way 
57 years ago, so workmen leveled 
part of it and built a two-story 
house above the stalks for the late 
S. W. Preble. No one thought 
much about the com field at that 
time. Corn was common in 1878. 
New houses were something to 
write home about. 

There Were the Stalks 
Mrs, Nau was then Stella Preble. 
She has lived in the house all her 
life. She never was much im¬ 
pressed by the corn field either. 
But she was amazed the other day 
when the old house was tom down 
and the same com stalks were 
found lying on the ground just as 
they had been left 57 years ago. 

The corn was almost perfectly 
preserved. Some of the stalks 
were still rooted in the earth. Not 
even the roots had decayed. There 
was scarcely an insect mark on 
the stalks. The corn looked just 
as it did more than half a century 


ago when George Preble, brother 
of the builder, and other carpen¬ 
ters packed up their tools and went 
away after building the pioneer 
house. 

It is believed that the stalks 
were preserved by the dry, still 
air underneath the building. 

To Build New Home 

Mr. and Mrs. Nau are going to 
build a new eight-room Mediter¬ 
ranean stucco home on the old site. 
And they will use part of the lum¬ 
ber from the original house, which 
was brought here by way of Ana- 
helm I ending, then a landing place 
for freight near Seal Beach. 

According to Mr. Nau, most of 
the lumber was redwood, and even 
the rough timber was remarkably 
clear and free from knots. Two 
by fours and under flooring boards 
will be used again. 

The old house still had its or¬ 
iginal shingle roof when it was 
torn down. 

Lumber from the old house will 
be preserved in the new one, and 
some of the old corn stalks will be 
preserved, too. Perhaps they may 
find a place of refuge in the 
Bowers Memorial museum.

’ Huey Long is not as cockily 
unconcerned about last week’s in¬ 
glorious filibuster as he likes to 
pretend. 

The strutting Louisianian is no¬ 
body’s fool in his saner moments, 
and he has had plenty of oppor¬ 
tunity to realize that his relapse 
into exhibitionism was costly in¬ 
dulgence. 

The reasons for this are: 

1. The affair demonst rated 
that for all hi* metal alertness 
and strident aggressiveness, 
Huey lacks balance. There was 
utterly no occasion for the fili¬ 
buster. No astute leader would 
have laid himself open to such 
a mauling.

Commerce Departmen 
Head Before Senate 
Committee Today 


Interest in the controversy over 
exploiting of Huntington Beach's 
tideland oil was concentrating 
more than ever today on the sched¬ 
uled hearing which an assembly 
committee will conduct, as the pos¬ 
sible date for the investigation was 
fixed tentatively at some time 
soon after July 5. 

A spirited battle is expected at 
the hearing between proponents of 
tideland drilling from islands and 
those who favor whipstocking from 
the Huntington Beach bluffs, a 
program which has been approved 
by the legislature. 

West W ants Hearing 

Supervisor N. E. West of La¬ 
guna Beach, an island drilling fan, 
has indicated that he wishes Sen¬ 
ator N. T. Edwards of Orange to 
be questioned by the committee, as 
well as Speaker Craig and other 
legislators. 

Senator Edwards, on the other 
hand, has said that he will ask 
to have Mr. West subpoenaed to 
tell what he knows. 

The probable fixing of the date 
for the session on some day after 
July 5 was based by Senator Ed¬ 
wards on the fact that the legisla¬ 
ture and state administration will 
be guests at the San Diego expo¬ 
sition on July 5. Many state offi¬ 
cials will be in the south on that 
date and it thus should be con¬ 
venient to hold the oil hearing soon 
after that time. 

Money Changed Hands 

Senator Edwards entered the 
discussion after Supervisor West 
predicted that the Huntington 
Beach oil situation would develop 
into another Teapot Dome scan¬ 
dal. Mr. West referred to talk on 
the assembly floor and about the 
state capital to the effect that 
large sums of money changed 
hands during the struggle over the 
two drilling propositions. Senator 
Edwards countered by saying that 
the island drilling proponents 
were credited with having spent 
more money than ever had been 
seen before in such a contest. 

Mr. West has said that he 
would ask for a federal investiga¬ 
tion of the situation, pointing out 
that he doubts whether an assem¬ 
bly committee can conduct an un¬ 
biased hearing in view- of the fact 
that the assembly itself has been 
so closely concerned with the 
matter. 

Mr. West Undecided 

Today Mr. West had not yet de¬ 
cided whether to sue Senator Ed¬ 
wards. Speaker Craig and Assem¬ 
blyman James Utt for libel, as he 
suggested yesterday he might do. 
Such action would be based on a 
letter signed by the three legisla¬ 
tors in which they referred to 
statements by Mr. West. 

The legislature has passed a bill 
providing for whipstock drilling 
which would give the state a one- 
sixth royalty on oil taken from 
the Huntington Beach pool. The 
governor has not signed the bill.

PARIS, Friday. June 21—Pre¬ 
mier Pierre Laval flatly told Capt. 
Anthony Eden of Great Britain, 
today that France was dissatisfied 
with the Anglo-German navy 
agreement and their conversation 
was interrupted in the middle of 
the afternoon. 

The premier avoided anything 
approaching an open breach, but 
' reinforced' the French note and 
"renewed his reservations' regard¬ 
ing the accord by which Great 
Britain granted Germany a fleet 
35 percent as large as her own. 

Having expressed his strong 
dissatisfaction to Eden, Laval 
raised a question on the conclu¬ 
sion of a general armaments 
pact, saying France was ready 
to proceed toward a general 
peace agreement. 

He was understood, however, to 
have insisted that France must 
have England's support for a 
higher naval ratio than at pres¬ 
ent in the face of Germany's 400,- 
009 tons. 

He did not say whether he had 
declared France's intention to 
build a navy up immediately as he 
and Francois Pietri, minister of 
marine, intend to consult parlia- 
, ment before determining on pol¬ 
icy. 

The premier said the conference 
with Eden was "entirely frank'' 
and "the relations alotgether 
friendly." He emphasized that 
there was no real rift, saynig that 
France and England had agreed 
to work in "closest cooperation."

21. UP —Making a sweeping de¬ 
fense of the commerce department 
against charges of his ousted as¬ 
sistant. Ewing Y. Mitchell. Secre¬ 
tary Roper today in turn accused 
Mitchell of pursuing obstructive 
tactics which created a "log jam" 
of business in the department. 

The cabinet member appeared 
before the senate commerce com¬ 
mittee personally to answer Mr. 
Mitchell's accusations of ineffi¬ 
ciency and graft in the depart¬ 
ment. He deser-.bed Mr. Mitchell 
as a man of "exceedingly suspi¬ 
cious temperament" who was 
"prone to treat every rumor of un- 
eupported statement as true.” 

Mr. Roper denied that President 
Roosevelt had anything to do with 
the retirement from service of the 
United States liner Leviathan, 
shipping board permission for 
which was said by Mitchell to 
have resulted in a government 
"gift" of $1,725,000 to the United 
States lines. The secretary said 
this action was taken because 
fears were felt for its safety and 
because the company had agreed 
to put a new ship into service. 

"The president did not initiate 
my action in laying up the Levia¬ 
than,” he declared. 

Mr. Roper recalled he entered 
an agreement with the Interna¬ 
tional Mercantile Marine, owner of 
the United States lines, to retire 
the ship from service with an 
agreement to pay to the govern¬ 
ment $500,000 in'penalties, and at 
the same time agree to put an¬ 
other new ship into the merchant 
marine in line with the policy of 
building up this service.” 

He flatly contradicted Mitchell's 
assertion that lax inspection in the 
bureau of air commerce "might” 
have been responsible for the 
crash of the airplane several weeks 
ago in which Senator Cutting was 
killed. He described Eugene Vidal, 
head of the bureau of air com¬ 
merce, whose efficiency Mitchell 
had criticized, as a skilled pilot.

Santa Ana Workers' club, yester¬ 
day told a Journal reporter his or¬ 
ganization was not radical and did 
not espouse radical doctrines. 
James C. McLean, one of the 
speakers on the program last 
night, made the following state¬ 
ment: 

"I have been accused of being a 
red. Let me say this, if they are 
going to classify people according 
to color, this is the time when you 
can be one of two colors—red or 
yellow, and I'm proud of the fact 
that they call me red." 

Says U. S. Afraid 
Mr. McLean said the reason 
workers are on relief today is be¬ 
cause the government is afraid 
not to place them on relief. 

"It isn't because they have any 
sympathy for the working people,” 
Mr. McLean said. “It's because 
they are afraid of us and what we 
might do if we weren’t on relief. 
I am case number F-3770 on the 
Los Angeles relief rolls." 

Mr. Lean suggested that the 
Workers' club double its griev¬ 
ance committee, "and go down 
to the welfare offices and de¬ 
mand what you want. If you 
don't get it, split the place wide 
open. If the police want to 
throw you out, let them do it. 
What good Is it doing them?” 
Mr. McLean, who is a member of 
the State Federation of Unem¬ 
ployed Associations, urged his lis¬ 
teners to strengthen their organi¬ 
zations and present a united 
front, saying their aims were to¬ 
ward a world where everyone 
would have to work to produce. 
He ended by saying that, "It's 
about time that the working class 
be the dictators, and not the big 
money class.” 

Speaks Against War 
Major Helmar Bergman, Cali¬ 
fornia secretary of the American 
League Against War and Fascism, 
in his address asked the question, 
"Should youth go out and lay down 
their lives for more unemploy¬ 
ment, more foreclosures, ar.d more 
ammunition manufacturers? That 
is just what will take place if 
America enters into another war.” 

He said the movement today to¬ 
ward repression of workers' or¬ 
ganizations, as exemplified in the 
action taken by the American Le¬ 
gion executive committee here, is 
comparable to fascism, stating 
that war and fascism are tied up 
together. He urged the workers 
to strengthen their organization, 
stating that unless they did so, 
their rights of free and open ex¬ 
pression would soon be taken 
away. 

Major Bergman said that in the 
event of any movement indicative 
of war or Fascism, every trade 
union in the United States would 
immediately go on strike. He 
further urged that the unemployed 
unite with the various unions and 
employed groups to present a unit¬ 
ed front against the possibility of 
war. 

Accuses Legislators 

He classified Senator Nelson T. 
Edwards, Speaker Ted Craig and 
Assemblyman James Utt as re¬ 
actionary. saying that they have 
consistently fought against all 
bills favorable to workers. 

Judge Edward Totten, of Los 
Angeles, classified on the program 
for last night’s meeting as an Epic 
and Utopian, expressed his belief 
that the present system of capi¬ 
talism and profit is on the verge 
of collapsing.

REINSTATED 


In a written demand to Gov¬ 
ernor Merriam that he reinstate 
E. W. Reed, former inspector for 
the contractors license bureau, 
Robert Hatfield, secretary of the 
Orange County Builder's ex¬ 
change, expressed his belief that 1 
Mr. Reed’s removal from office | 
last December was a matter of 
political patronage. 

The letter, now said to be in 
the hands of the governor, stated 
that even though Reed's removal 
may have been an act of political 
patronage, Orange county builders 
maintain that his dismissal was 
unjustified in as much as he had 
made every effort to support the 
present administration and Gov¬ 
ernor Merriam in the last election. 

In part, the letter addressed the 
governor reads as follows: 

Content of Letter 
"It should be remembered that 
a large part of the fees paid into 
the contractor's license bureau is 
appropriated by the department of 
vocational and professional stand¬ 
ards for the enforcement of laws 
governing other lines of business. 
Without these fees from the con¬ 
tractors, the welfare of the de¬ 
partment would be jeeopardized 
and loss of the revenue will result 
unless the contractors can receive 
some serious consideration of their 
problems by the bureau and your 
office. 

"Remember, the contra ctors 
made the contractors license law, j 
ana they can abolish it. They 
believe in the fundamental prin¬ 
ciples of the law, but if their 
faith is to be constantly shaken 
by political footballing, then they 
ran no longer contribute their sup¬ 
port. 

“Your immediate action in the 
rase of Mr. Reed is demanded, 
and I hope you will deem it ad- 
isable to give it." 

Letter To Bonclli 
Recently, Mr. Hatfield sent a 
similar letter to William G 
Bonelli, director of the depart¬ 
ment of professional and voca¬ 
tional standards. 

In replying to the eommunica- 
tlon of Mr. Hatfield, Mr. Bonclli 
said it was impossible for the gov¬ 
ernor or anyone else to reinstate ; 
Mr. Reed, or any of the employes 
whose time of service had not ful¬ 
filled the requirement of six 
mon*’ s continuous service prior to 
December 20. 

Mr. Hatfield pointed out in his 
letter to the governor that Mr. 
Reed had been in service for two 
years prior to his dismissal from [ 
office in December, and that it 
would be simple for the governor , 
to state that Reed had been dis¬ 
missed in error. He also said that 
unless satisfaction is received from 
Sacramento, Orange county con¬ 
tractors in all probability will re¬ 
fuse to pay their license fees when 
they next come due. 

Over 300 Contractors 
Mr. Hatfield pointed out there 
are more than 300 contractors in 
Orange county alone. They pay 
fees of $!5.00 a year, and new 
contractors taking out their first 
licenses pay fees of $ 10.00 each. 
In all. approximately $2,000 pours 
into the state coffers each year. 
This alone is enough to pay the 
salary of an inspector, and there 
has been no inspector in this ter¬ 
ritory for the past two months, 
Mr. Hatfield said. 

An inspector was appointed to 
fill the vacancy created by Reed's 
dismissal, but later was also dis¬ 
missed, Mr. Hatfield said. This 
particular man could not pass Un¬ 
necessary civil serviie examina¬ 
tion, and was transferred to an¬ 
other department. 

In his letter to the governor, 
Mr. Hatfield said that if he or 
anyone else could satisfactorily 
explain Mr. Reed's dismissal, Or¬ 
ange county contractors would 
cease their efforts to cause his 
reinstatement. Otherwise, tb- let¬ 
ter read, the contractors here will 
not rest until they have brought 
the matter to a satisfactory end.

Off The Marks—To a New Record?

NEW YORK, Friday, June 21. 
UP )—The expectation that Joe 
Louis, sensational Negro pugilist, 
will reduce huge Primo Camera 
to a punch-riddled heap in the 
ring at Yankee stadium Tuesday 
night seems to be widespread 
among metropolitan fistic follow¬ 
ers. 

It has been prompted no doubt 
by such headlines as these: 

’’Joe Louis’ punch is magnet; 
brown bomber has had every op¬ 
ponent in his professional career 
on floor.” 

“Louis like black Dempsey; De¬ 
troit destroyer merciless on spar¬ 
ring partners as was manassa 
mauler." 

“Bomber sees kayo victory in 
five rounds.” 

Fight Ballyhoo 

As far as offering a forecast 
is concerned, all this can be toss¬ 
ed into the waste basket. It's 
the logical ballyhoo for the fight. 

It is true that Louis has a 
great punching record and that 
the cash customers are being 
lured by the prospect of modified 
mayhem. It is well to bear in 
mind however that Barney Ross 
was confident of a knockout over 
Jimmy McLarnin and Max Baer 
was sure he would put Jimmy 
Braddock to sleep inside o fa half- 
dozen rounds. There was not a 
kneckdown in either fight. 

Louis' reputation for adminis¬ 
tering knockout wallops to his 
opponents is such that he may 
handicap himself by trying too 
hard and too soon to bring down 
the giant Italian. 

Lacks Experience, 

For all his rapid and spectacu¬ 
lar rise Louis lacks experience. 
His record of 18 knockouts in 22 
professional fights within a year 
is impressive until the list is ex¬ 
amined. It does not include many 
victims with familiar names. 

Carenra, of course, is a difficult 
target to miss inside the ring. He 
is apt to become flustered under 
heavy fire and his chin has a 
manifest weakness when solidly 
hit. But for all his erratic pugi¬ 
listic course Primo has improved 
his defensive ability and shown 
rare gameness. Max Baer had 
the Italian on the floor 11 times 
but could not keep him there. 

Camera Punch Light 

Camera does not carry a heavy 
enough punch for all his bulk to 
win by a knockout. His best 
chance is to evade the Negro’s 
punches sufficiently to keep his 
feet and pile up a margin of 
points with his huge left hand. 
Camera's jab is his best and only 
scientific weapon. 

The hopes of a “gate” of up¬ 
ward of $300,000, 50 percent more 
than the Baer-Braddock fight 
drew, s based largely on the at¬ 
traction of the Louis knockout 
punch. The customers like to see 
big fellows tumble.

He is the most important cog of any broadcastr—the studio engineer. 
Yet you never hear about him, know his name or give him a thought. 
He is the grave, .silent man who sits in the glass paneled booth in any 
studio, his hand on a dial, his quick eye on a volume indicator on a red 
light, on a radio script and on anything or anybody in the studio before 
him making or about to make a 
sound of any sort. The studio en¬ 
gineer—the man who spends more 
nervous energy in a half-hour of 
broadcasting than most people use 
in a day. 

He must be something of a com¬ 
posite of all talents necessary in 
radio. He must be familiar with 
musical instruments. He must be a 
technical aid to a conductor, a 
script writer, an actor, a public 
speaker, a singer. 

His major job is to control the 
“gain,” or volume, of a broadcast; 
to set the ' level,” that is, maintain 
the volume of sound in its correct, 
natural range, and to ‘‘mix,” or co¬ 
ordinate and blend, the various 
sounds heard simultaneously, such 
as those of an orchestra, a vocal 
soloist and a quartet. 

With a half-dozen dials he can 
blend the sounds coming through 
six microphones placed about the 
studio with the deftness of an artist 
applying colors to a painting. But 
the artist can wipe out a mistaken 
dab with a rag; a studio engineer's 
wrong “dab” is irrevocable. 

“Mixers” have been seen to work 
on symphony orchestra broadcasts 
with copies of symphonic scores be¬ 
fore them. A glance at the score 
tells them what Ls coming next, pre¬ 
paring them for a sudden fortissimo 
from the percussion section or a 
light, silken ghssandro on the harp. 

The little volume indicator which 
they must watch Ls constantly tell¬ 
ing them when sound might be dis¬ 
torted and stands guard over the 
dread possibility of a technical 
breakdown due to excessive volume. 

And for every program being 
broadcast an engineer watches that 
quivering indicator. A pair of eyes 
to please your pair of ears.

a distinct departure in New Deal 
policy. 

In its other great electricity 
programs—the TVA, East Ten¬ 
nessee; Grand Coulee, state of 
Washington; Fort Peck, Montana; 
Casper-Alcova. Wyoming; and Pas- 
samaquaddy, Maine —- the Roose¬ 
velt regime is pushing projects in 
direct competition to private in¬ 
terests. 

In the case of the REA, how¬ 
ever, it is different. 

Morris L. Cooke, brilliant head 
of the new agency, is going to j 
great pains to emphasize that the 
government wants and hopes for 
the cooperation of private capital. 

That this invitation is not a 
mere gesture is evidenced by the 
following rules laid down by 
Cooke: 

1. That the REA’s construc¬ 
tion activities will be condition¬ 
ed upon what private utilities 
will do in expanding their rural 
service. In other words if a 
private company in a certain 
area is willing to expand its 
rural lines the REA will keep 
aloof from that area. 

2. That the REA will give 
first consideration to territory 
not now served by private in¬ 
terests with electricity, or not 
likely to be to any extent. 

3. That in financing rural 
electrification developments the 
REA will loan, not grant the 
money. Cooke Is firmly opposed 
to outright grants, holds that 
the activities of his agency can 
best be promoted If conducted 
on a strictly business basis. 

The REA was allotted *100,000.- 
000 from the work-relief funds. 
According to government esti¬ 
mates only 800.000 out of 6.000,- 
000 farms in the country are elec¬ 
trified. 

Of the remaining 5,200,000, 
Cooke figures that from one to 
three million offer an economically 
sound "juice” market. 

And he points out the further 
significant fact that an electrical 
farm being served by current at 
reasonable rates opens a vast field 
for the sale of electrical appli¬ 
ances and equipment. 


The closing of school, according 
to Dr. K. H. Sutherland, county 
health officer, has resulted in con¬ 
fusion in the minds of many par¬ 
ents relative to the necessity for 
reporting contagious diseases in 
their families.

Where no physician is 
called, the report must be made 
by the parents or any one having 
knowledge of the presence of such 
a case. 

Under the state law requiring 
that contagious diseases be re¬ 
ported to the health department, 
failure to make such report is 
termed a misdemeanor and pun¬ 
ishable by a fine of not less than 
*25 nor more than *500, or by 
imprisonment for a term of not 
more than 90 days in jail, or by 
both fine and imprisonment. Each 
day of failure to report shall con¬ 
stitute a separate offense, said 
Dr. Sutherland. 

Dr. Sutherland said that in in¬ 
corporated cities, other than Santa 
Ana, a telephoned report of con¬ 
tagious disease to the police sta¬ 
tion will be relayed to the public 
health nurse for the district.

LE HAVRE, France, Friday, 
June 21. <7Pi—A famous French 
chef, whose roast duck in orange 
juice and creamed pheasant a la 
royale makes mouths water the 
world over, eats only white bread, 
sausage and lemonade dosed with 
red wine. 

"X haven’t time to make myself 
fancy dishes,” explains Gaston Ma- 
grin, chief chef on tile new giant 
liner ’’Normandie.” 

But that doesn’t hinder Gaston 
from getting positively lyrical 
about a baked potato. And his en¬ 
thusiasm is infectious, for when 
he dresses up a common Irish po¬ 
tato, it becomes transformed into 
that veritable masterpiece known 
as the "pomme souffle.” 

Served Many of Famous 

A typical Gallic exponent of the 
art of cooking, the corpulent and 
Immaculately clad Gaston looks 
exactly what he claims to be: a 
great French chef with an explo¬ 
sive temperament who takes his 
job seriously. 

Gaston has served many of the 
famous in this world and he knows 
their idiosyncrasies in food. 

"Maurice Chevalier only ate salt 
pork and red navy beans when I 
was chef on the lie de France,” he 
said. “Georges Clemenceau, the. 


old tiger, wanted his vegetable 
soup and baked potatoes served 
exactly at six in the morning, not 
a minute before nor after." 

Only Stumped Once 

There are great differences be¬ 
tween cooking on land and on sea, 
Gaston says, "I've got to give the 
passenger anything he asks for, 
from Norwegian salmon to Mexi¬ 
can chili con carne," he explains. 
Only once have I been stumped 
and that was when a Chinese dip¬ 
lomat asked me for a swallow’s 
nest soup.” 

Cooking, thinks Gaston, is an 
innate French talent, unappreci¬ 
ated by most Americans. Home¬ 
sick, expatriated midwesterners, 
approaching New York, suddenly 
go patriotic, he says, and forsake 
French cuisine for what he con¬ 
siders the “dubious delights of 
com-on-cob and malted milk.” In 
New York, Gaston loads up with 
thousands of celery stalks because 
for some queer reason, he says, 
“les Americans” like to start their 
meals with celery. But nothing 
makes Gaston’s Gallic temper rise 
so much as chicken a la king or 
hamburger steak. "That is an in¬ 
sult to B’rench cooking," he roars.

NEW POLITICOS 
WORRY ELDERS 


WARSAW, Friday, June 21 CS’) 
—The young people’s branch of 
Poland’s government party has in¬ 
curred the wrath of its sponsors 
for being not grown up enough. 

Several government officials, in¬ 
cluding Prime Minister Slawek, 
have withdrawn their honorary 
memberships from the organiza¬ 
tion, which is called “the Young 
Legion," government subsidies to 
it have been discontinued, and Its 
early dissolution Is foreseen. 

It was formed to prepare 
youths for future membership in 
the government party, and in Its 
heyday numbered 50,000 the 
most active being university stu¬ 
dents. 

Trouble began when the spon¬ 
sors thought the members were 
too active. There was no quarrel 
over the fact that the league pre¬ 
sented no uniform political front, 
but there was much headshaking 
over charges that league leaders 
were developing radical leanings 
and an anti-religious spirit. 

The nationalistic opposition group 
in Poland also is lying awake 
nights over its younger generation, 
a section of which has abandoned 
the national democratic party as 
being for “old fogies," and formed 
the national radical party, with 
more advanced and liberal sym¬ 
pathies than the parent group. 

BETTER ROADS 
IN EUROPE NOW 

VIENNA, UP )— Motorists tour¬ 
ing Central Europe this summer 
are enjoynig the brighter side of 
Europe’s feverish efforts to pre¬ 
serve peace: the roads are getting 
better. 

Particularly the highways of 
strategic importance are being im¬ 
proved. And since the adaptability 
of a highway for rapid transport 
of motorized troops makes it equal¬ 
ly adaptable for the smooth tour¬ 
ing of passenger cars, automobiles 
are getting the benefit. 

Two highways of high military 
value, but also of outstanding 
scenic interest, have been complet¬ 
ed in Austria this year, and other 
strategic roads have been trans¬ 
formed from motorists’ night¬ 
mares to modem thoroughfares. 

Perhaps the most ambitious of 
the new Austrian roads is the 
Gross Glockner highway which 
will be opened August 3. This road 
over the Tauem mountains con¬ 
nects the east-west highways of 
southern Austria with the east- 
west traffic arteries lying north 
of this country's mountain back¬ 
bone.

A SAD FAILURE 

F AILURE of the federal mediation board to settle the 
oil tanker strike is unfortunate not only for the indus¬ 
try itself but also for the whole theory of peaceable means 
of adjusting labor disputes.

FLYING TO CATHAY 

/CONQUEST of the air goes forward rapidly. The hum 

of motors echoes from the clouds where such intrusion 
has not been heard before. Almost in routine manner the 
giant Clipper ship leaps from its Alameda base and drops 
to rest in Honolulu within a few minutes of scheduled 
time. Pausing to refuel, like your car at a gas station, it 
takes to the skyways again winging its flight to Midway, 
1300 miles further into the ocean which covers one-third 
the globe. A few hours for more fuel and back it starts on 
the trail it blazed. No mishap, no delay, no slightest devi¬ 
ation from the projected flight. Imagination is captivated, 
not by the glamor and adventure of these pathfinders, but 
by the matter-of-fact, every-day appearance which invests 
it. It all looks so simple, so easy, so common-place. 

But this aerial conquest is more apparent than real. 
Blazing paths through heaven’s vaults is a figurative 
achievement only. When pioneers hew trails through 
trackless wilderness tangible marks are left behind. The 
jungle’s face is cleft; streams are bridged; obstructions 
removed. Likewise with waterways. Harbors are located; 
dangerous shoals and reefs charted; deep channels map¬ 
ped. When these routes are traced they remain safely 
plotted, with possibility of further improvement. 

Not so with the airways. The Clipper ship settled 
safely to rest in a coral lagoon at Midway. That was no 
discovery. This particular lagoon had long been charted. 
The leap to Hawaii and on to Midway will be no- safer for 
another Clipper nor for this same ship, because these in¬ 
trepid airmen spanned these voids. They did not leave a 
trail on the clouds behind them. A chalk line may be fol¬ 
lowed for a moment on the water. But no such fleeting 
direction can be followed in the shifting elements above. 
Such flights resolve themselves then into depending on 
mechanical devices which click with scientific accuracy. 
In such mastery through engineering precision the 1300 
miles between Hawaii and Midway form merely another 
hop in the still longer flight from that oceanic speck to 
the shores of Cathay itself.

From these experiments it was 
concluded that the disease picture 
seen in the diabetic patients was 
one of “water intoxication,” and 
the fault lay in a disturbance of 
the salt balance of the body. 

Tliis conviction was corroborated 
by the fact that in the experi¬ 
mental animals the symptoms of 
water Intoxication could be reliev¬ 
ed and completely avoided by the 
administration of a salt-containing 
solution.

Under the term water intoxica¬ 
tion are included a number of 
clinical symptoms which, taken to¬ 
gether, form a definite disease pic¬ 
ture. 

Appreciation of the mechanisms 
of water intoxication is particular¬ 
ly significant at this time because 
of the current practice of forcing 
fluids during fever and other clin¬ 
ical conditions. 

While it is desirable to keep 
the body from becoming dehy¬ 
drated, it is apparently quite 
dangerous to force the water in¬ 
take to an excessive degree. 

The story of water intoxication 
has an involved history. For years 
numerous isolated observations 
have been made bearing on the ef¬ 
fects of excessive water intake. 

Some 15 years ago it was ob¬ 
served that diabetic patients who 
were in the habit of drinking from

To tens of thousands of Americans like this old lady 
of Will Carleton’s poem, news of the passage of the eco¬ 
nomic security bill will come as a message of hope. For 
one of the purposes of this measure is eventually to doom 
that most degrading of institutions, the county poor farm. 

Title One of the bill operates for early substitution of 
old age pensions in all the states through Federal grants 
up to $15 monthly for each state-pensioned man or woman 
past 65. Title Two eventually would make pensions un¬ 
necessary by providing a national system of compulsory 
old-age annuities supported by industry and workers. 

The poor farm is this rich country’s strangest ana¬ 
chronism. It is a survival of the days of England’s poor 
laws in the early 1600s, and in many stajtes it has re¬ 
mained unchanged from the republic’s beginning. While 
38 foreign countries and 34 states now provide pensions 
for indigent aged—most of them inadequate—states and 
counties still herd elders into wretched “homes.” 

In a land where security in old age is: in the lap of 
fickle fortune the poor farm may become anybody’s home. 
Senator Wagner showed that in “prosperous” 1929 about 
six million families were living in such poverty that they 
were able to save nothing at all. In one oldl people’s home 
recently were found an artist, a musician, a broker, an 
engineer, a teacher, a clergyman, a lawyer and an ex¬ 
grocer, who had lost his fortune by signing a relative’s 
note. Industry and science conspire to increase the haz¬ 
ard—industry by demanding younger men to man its 
machines, and science by lengthening the life span 20 
years since the turn of the century. 

This country has about 7,500,000 people past 65. It is 
estimated that half of these are now dependent on charity, 
relief or the help of relatives. For maiay years society 
has played Levite to its hapless aged and passed by on the 
other side. Now it is about to assume the role of Good 
Samaritan.
